UFOs drop 


® Fourteen year 
veteran officer 
passes away

UMass Lowell police officer 
Bruce Colby died Friday Feb. 5 
of cancer. He was diagnosed a 
year ago with terminal cancer 
and was originally given less 
than three months to live. He is 
survived by his wife of 24 
years and their three children. 
His presence among the UMass 
community will be dearly 
missed. 

As a 14 and a half year vet¬ 
eran of the UMass Police 
Department, he will be remem¬ 
bered for his enjoyable attitude 
and his undying devotion to the 
hockey team. On display at the 
head of his casket was a color 
photograph of the hockey team 
signed by every member of the 
team. Colby was honored 
before Friday night’s game 
against Providence with a 
moment of silence. 

Colby received the first 
“Officer of the Month” award 
in June 1998. This award is 



voted on by other police offi¬ 
cers. According to Chief Rowe 
he was, “an officer’s officer.” He 
was also a member of the Honor 
Guard and was buried in his uni¬ 
form. 

A full honors funeral, at 
Edison Cemetery, took place on 
Monday, Feb. 8. The motorcade, 
in addition to having many 
UMass police officers, included 
three Massachusetts state troop¬ 


ers on motorcycles, several offi¬ 
cers from the Dracut police 
department and officers from 
UMass Dartmouth and UMass 
Boston. The Lowell police 
department controlled traffic at 
all intersections from the Christ 
Church United in Dracut to 
Edison Cemetery in Lowell. 

At the funeral, “Taps” was

According to the Chief of 
University Police James Rowe, 
on Thursday night Feb. 11 at 
11:48 pm a resident of Fox 
Hall was walking from the 
smaller Fox lot when woman’s 
clothing and a piece of con¬ 
crete were thrown in his direc¬ 
tion. The resident believes the 
items came from the seventh, 
eighth or ninth floor. 

Last week one car was found 
in the same lot with extensive 
damages caused by projected 
objects.

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UMass officers save life

Two UMass police officers 
prevented a middle aged male 
[name withheld] from jumping 
off the University Ave. bridge 
on Tuesday, Feb. 9. 

According to University 
Police Chief James Rowe, offi¬ 
cers Brian Stickney and Steve 
Eramo were patrolling universi¬ 
ty grounds when they heard 
Lowell police broadcasting a 
disorderly, intoxicated male 
obstructing traffic on University 
Ave. Upon arrival, the suspect 
had one leg over the bridge rail 
and was debating jumping. “It 
would have been an 80 foot 
drop to the rocks,” said Rowe, 


“he probably would have been 
killed.” 

According to Rowe, Eramo 
called to the jumper which 
diverted him, allowing Stickney 
a chance to grab him. “Twenty 
more seconds and the guy 
would have jumped,” said 
Rowe. 

The man was taken to Lowell 
General Hospital for psychiatric 
evaluation. 

“This was an exceptionally 
good piece of police work,” said 
Rowe, “they adverted a poten¬ 
tially serious tragedy. They are 
a credit to the university and 
our police department.” 

Both Stickney and Eramo 
could be recommended for 
commendations.

Program, potential 
victims are now able 
to receive a Cellular 
One phone to carry 
with them at all 
times. These phones 
are to be used as an 
insurance policy for 
people that find 
themselves in a 
potential domestic 
violence situation. 

With the assistance of 
Inspector Melissa Mullen, 
University Police have received 
these phones from a contract 
with the Cellular One 
Corporation. 

There are ten phones avail¬ 
able to faculty, staff, students, 


commuters or residents. Another 
five phones are for the victim 
management team. The phones 
are preprogrammed so that the 
victim only has to press three 


keys to receive immediate assis¬ 
tance. The phone will dial 
directly to the University Police 
emergency line, x2911, or the 
community's 911 system. 

A potential victim can contact 
the on duty shift commander at 
x2394 or x2398 for more infor¬ 
mation.

Hate Crimes

Hate Crimes are defined as “a 
crime in which the defendant 
intentionally selects a victim, or 
in the case of a property crime, 
the property that is the object of 
the crime, because of the actual 
or perceived race, color, nation¬ 
al origin, ethnicity, gender, dis¬ 
ability, or sexual orientation of 
any person,” according to the 
Violent Crime Control and Law 
Enforcement Act of 1994. 

Often people motivated to 
commit hate crimes forget the 
complexity of people. Typically 
they focus on one individual 
component of the person such 
as race or gender. They fail to 
see that people are composed of 
many layers. 

Hate crimes also appear to be 
on the rise. A study done by the 
FBI Hate Crimes Department 
showed there was a significant 
increase of hate crime from 
1991-1995 with 3,000 more 
cases. 

One senior at UMass feels 
there has been a rise in hate 


crimes. However, he feels it 
hasn't been placed on one par¬ 
ticular race or gender. He said, 

“I believe this is happening 
because of ignorance and 
revenge.” 

It is very easy to access hate 
crime information. There are 
places on the web, newsletters, 
and even merchandise that are 
available for purchase. 

A freshman at UMass has 
encountered hate crime graffiti 
on classroom walls including an 
anti-Jew symbol. She said, “It is 
just an attention getter, there is 
no real purpose, just a way to be 
a part of something.” 

Whether or not hate crimes 
are on the rise, there are ways to 
prevent the violence from hap¬ 
pening. Prevention groups are 
encouraging legislation to com¬ 
bat hate crimes, developing hate 
prevention policies and educat¬ 
ing the community about hate 
crimes. Ignorance will only 
increase unless people are 
informed that differences 
between people not a reason for 
violating another’s lifestyle. 


UMass police arrest two

University Police arrested two 
individuals Saturday, January 30 
for allegedly stealing a car 
stereo system on Suffolk St. 

According to University 
Police Chief Rowe, Sergeant 
Dupont was on patrol when he 
saw the three suspects inside a 
car with ski masks.

Parking: 
faculty and 
students

Over the next year, the UML 
parking system will be 
revamped to more efficiently 
serve the students and faculty. 
Right now many people are 
upset with the current condi¬ 
tions. Students and faculty 
alike find it difficult to locate 
adequate parking during school 
hours. This, combined with 
recent changes in parking 
restrictions, such as the desig¬ 
nation of the Lovejoy lot for 
faculty, visitor, and handicap 
parking, has caused many stu¬ 
dents and faculty to park any 
place they can fit their car. 

In response to this. 
Chancellor Hogan has estab¬ 
lished a parking committee to 
evaluate the situation. Headed 
by Dr. Sperounis, Vice 
Chancellor of the University 
Relations and Development 
Department, the committee will 
establish a proposal for a new 
parking system. The proposal is 
anticipated to be released in 
early March. The committee is 
composed of representatives 
from several departments, 
including Dean Duggan for 
Student Services, Sgt. Reardon 
for the Campus Police and 
Dave Kiser for the Physical 
Plant. 

The keystone of the new 
parking plan will be gated 
parking lots. According to 
Dean Duggan, most of the 
parking lots will have gates by 
the beginning of the next 
school year. These gates will be 
operated usmg the same stu¬ 
dent identification cards used 
now to enter residence halls 
and cafeterias. The gates will 
effectively prevent unautho¬ 
rized parking and free spaces 
for intended users. 

Because of the confusion 
created by parking changes. 
Chancellor Hogan has dis¬ 
missed all parking tickets 
issued before January 1, 1999. 
This was done to give everyone 
a dclean slate6 as the parking 
system is being evaluated and 
reformed. Those who have 
incurred parking violations 
since that day and anyone 
receiving tickets in the future 
will face consequences such as 
holds on class registrations and 
receiving grades if the tickets 
are not paid on time. 

Once the new plan has been 
finalized. Student Services will 
inform all students of the 
details. They plan on making 
use of e-mail, public announce¬ 
ments, the Connector , and pos¬ 
sibly the voice-mail system to 
assure that everyone is familiar 
with the changes.

Over the past semester, an 
increasing amount of UMass 
Lowell residents have been 
diagnosed with scabies. Scabies 
is a contagious, itchy skin dis¬ 
ease caused by a mite that bur¬ 
rows under the skin where it 
lays eggs. At first, some stu¬ 
dents thought they had eczema, 
a skin disease, which is usually 
inherited and causes the skin to 
itch and split. 

Unlike eczema, scabies can 
be cured easily. Some students 
assume they contracted the skin 
disease from their beds because 


The reactor on North Campus 
is used for research and not for 
power generation. The amount 
of nuclear energy produced at 
our facility is several orders of 
magnitude less than a typical 
power generation plant like 
Seabrook. Our radiation labora¬ 
tory includes a 1 megawatt reac¬ 
tor, a 5.5 megavolt Van De 
Graaff Accelerator and a 300 
kilocoulomb Cobalt-60 irradia¬ 
tion facility. Last year, eight 
doctoral students wrote disserta¬ 
tions and two masters students 
wxote theses based on research 
at the reactor. 

There are at leas t 38 r esearch 

reactors in the United States. 

There are three in 


Massachusetts: at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute, and here at 
UMass Lowell. Although other 
universities and many local, 
national and international com¬ 
panies provide research funds 
for the reactor, nearly 70 percent 
of the funding last year came 
from the U.S. government, par¬ 
ticularly the Department of 
Energy.

Escorts under fire

Dear Dean Duggan: 

I would like to personally thank 
you for your effort in keeping the 
escort service functional. However, 
functional is the operative word in 
this statement. I have been a part of 
the service for five years during my 
undergraduate, and graduate tenure 
at the University. In that time the 
escort service has gone from a rep¬ 
utable, oft used attribute of the 
University, to a pathetic icon of what 
it once was. In 1994 when I was ini¬ 
tially hired for the service, it was 
funded entirely by 
"hard money." 

During this pre¬ 
work study era, the 
service was com¬ 
posed of over 35 total 
employees, consisting 
of 2 co-directors, 4 
supervisors, and 28- 
32 escorts. The students came out in 
droves to interview for positions on 
the service, which at the time was 
considered the "most prestigious job 
on campus." Students who were 
hired cherished the jobs, and hoped 
that as they became a junior or senior 
they would be eligible to become a 
supervisor or director. The co-direc¬ 
tors were able to select appropriate 
employees who would uphold the 
duties of an escort as described in the 
regulations developed by the students 
for the students. The faculty and the 
students utilized the service often, 
and repeatedly. Several letters of grat¬ 
ification, acts of courage, and honors 
have been bestowed on past escorts 


(i.e. When two escorts on a round 
saved a man from jumping off the 
bridge on north campus.) 

In the year 1999, things have 
changed. The escort service consists 
of approximately ten total escorts at 
any time, of which six are in a super¬ 
visory role. The students do not show 
up for shifts on time, do not stay the 
entire shift, and do not uphold the 
principles of the escort service nor 
demonstrate characteristics that an 
employee should. The reason being is 
that the students do not care, because 
the work study program allows them 
to work anywhere they would like, 
and the money is guaranteed. I, as an 
escort director can not fire them for 
violating rules of the escort service, 
because I have no 
one to replace them 
with and they are 
aware of this. The 
question is not; is 
there a demand for 
escorts? because 
escorts will always 
be needed. However, 
as a student or faculty member, if you 
call the service and no one answers 
the telephone (this happens a good 
percentage of the time due to staff 
shortages), then you are not going to 
call again. The individual will go 
without, and risk harm as they walk 
alone. All it takes is one incident to 
ruin the reputation of this University 
as a safe University. I am interested in 
the well being of the faculty and stu¬ 
dent body of the University. The 
"eyes and ears" of the University, as 
Chief Rowe refers to the escort ser¬ 
vice, need help financially not just to 
be functional, but to be a major con¬ 
tributor to crime prevention at this 
esteemed University.

Woman for President

Will the United States have its first 
female president to bring in the new 
millennium? More importantly, will 
Elizabeth Dole be that woman? 
Everyone seems to have an opinion 
and the only definite answer is a 
resounding maybe. But to those I 
talked with. Dole's gender wasn't an 
issue; rather there was concern on 
where she stood on the issues. 

As of yet. Dole has made no state¬ 
ment on where she stands on certain 
key issue.

Some women feel 
reluctant to vote for Dole for fear that 
if she fails she will close the door to 
future female candidates. 

For now, we have to wait and see if 
she is even running for in 2000. She 
still needs to raise $20 million just to 
get put on the Ticket. Then she will 
have to face careful public scrutiny, 
and also allay the fears of her party. If 
she decides to run, raising $20 million 
is probably the easiest thing Dole will 
have to do.

“There’s something happening 
here/ What it is ain’t exactly 
clear,” sang Buffalo Springfield 
in 1967.

family, and the other a black 
southern family. 

In 1960, the country was on 
the brink of change. A young 
president was in office and the 
most people were under thirty. 
By 1969, assassins claimed the 
lives of three major leaders— 
JFK, Martin Luther King Jr., 
and Robert Kennedy, the Civil 
Rights movement swept the 
country, and a three-day rock 
festival in upper-state New York 
defined a generation. 

“The ‘60s” chronicled nearly 
every major event as the fami¬ 
lies experienced them. Although 
mostly focusing on the working 
class Herlihy family, the minis¬ 
eries drifted in and out of Civil 
Rights movements. Rev. Willie 
Taylor (Charles Dutton), a fol¬ 
lower of Martin Luther King’s 
philosophy of peaceful change. 
After tragedy struck, his son 
Emmet (Leonard Roberts) 
joined the Black Panthers. 

The Herlihy siblings branch 
out in different but highly 
stereotypical directions. Brian 
(Jerry O’Connell), a high school 
football star, joins the marines 


and goes off to fight in Vietnam 
only to become consequently 
disillusioned and slightly cata¬ 
tonic. Michael (Josh Hamilton) 
represents the typical protesting 
college student. He falls in love 
with Julie, the beautiful activist 
(Jordana Brewster) who turns 
him on to, what else, marijuana. 

Where would a ‘60s move be 
without a trip to the Haight- 
Ashury? Katie (Julia Stiles), the 
Herlihys’ youngest daughter 
gets pregnant and finds herself 
living in the famous countercul¬ 
ture district with the father of 
her baby (Donovan Leitch, son 
of the ‘60s singer of the same 
name) and, of course, his “old 
lady.” 

While “The ‘60s” revealed 
nothing new, the characters were 
poignant. If nothing else, the 
miniseries displayed the acting 
talents of Jerry O’Connell and 
Julia Stiles. Both seized hearts 
with their telling eyes. Sprinkled 
throughout was a diverse sound¬ 
track featuring the grooviest 
sounds from Dylan to 
Woodstock.

Elliot Smith’s first major 
label album “XO” is a quiet¬ 
ly brilliant success, filled 
with hauntingly catchy 
melodies and smart, relevant 
lyrics. It features the single 
“Waltz #2”, which is very 
possibly the best song cur¬ 
rently being played, if infre¬ 
quently, on modem rock 
radio. 

Elliot Smith is the real thing. 
Ninety percent of the new bands 
you read about in these pages 
you'll never hear of again a 
year from now. This will not be 
the last place you read about 
how good Elliot Smith is. Many 
people were briefly exposed to 
him in the movie “Good Will 
Hunting”. He composed many 
of the songs on the movie’s 
soundtrack including “miss 
Misery”, which he performed at 
last year's Grammy Awards. 
Prior to being signed to 
Dreamworks, he was making 
great albums on the independent 
label Kill Rock Stars. 

“XO” is a more polished stu¬ 
dio effort than any of his previ¬ 
ous releases. Still, it manages to 
retain the personal, not-studio 
intimacy of his previous record¬ 
ings. The song “Independence 
Day” marks a perfect blend 
between home-recording style 
intimacy and major label studio 


savvy. While retaining a folksy 
feel, the song is backed by a 
drum loop which lays the basis 
for the first Elliot Smith song 
that makes you want to dance. 
Elliot Smith professes his char¬ 
acteristic optimism in the midst 
of depression in the lines: 
“Everybody knows/ You only 
live a day/ But it’s brilliant any¬ 
way.”

Although the diner lacks in size 
(four booths and fifteen counter 
stools), the atmosphere makes 
up for it in the Dufresne’s wel¬ 
coming friendliness. To keep 
things pleasant on hot spring 
and summer days, Arthur’s

Consisting of home fries, a 
fried egg, gooey cheese, and 
choice of breakfast meat on a 
large toasted bun, the “Boot 
Mill” is very reasonably 
priced at two dollars.

Mill” sandwich draws people 
to Arthur’s in hordes from 
Lowell and other surrounding 
cities and towns. Waiting peri¬ 
ods sometime reach up to an 
hour long. Although it seems 
silly to wait this long for a 
sandwich, the people that do 
wait think it's well worth it.

Officer Stack stated, “Bruce 
was one of my first partners 
during the third shift. He was 
just an overall good guy. Not 
often does a guy like that come 
along with such a good attitude 
who really enjoyed the stu¬ 
dents." He added. “Officer 
Colby was very inspirational 
because he never complained 
about his problems, even when 
he was on an oxygen tank. He 
always saw the positive and 
always looked to the bright side 
of things.”

bottle of tequila, a bottle of 
pickles, pieces of a glass salt 
shaker and two cans of tuna fish 
were found at the scene.

Leib named EC AC, NECC 
Rookie of the Week 

The men’s basketball team 
went 1-1 on the week as it fell to 
New Hampshire College and 
then beat Bridgeport at home on 
Saturday. The River Hawks 
move to 10-13 in the conference 
and are still in contention for a 
home playoff spot. 

On Wednesday, the River 
Hawks hosted New England 
Collegiate Conference leader 
New Hampshire College. UMass 
Lowell stayed with the Penmen 
in the first half, but NHC came 
out strong in the second half to 
get the victory. UMass Lowell 
was led by Eyal Leib, (Haifa, 
Israel) who had 21 points. He 
shot 58% from the floor and was 
four of five from behind the 
three point arc. David Shabsels 
(Manhattan, NY) grabbed 11 
rebounds for the River Hawks. 

Saturday UMass Lowell host¬ 
ed Bridgeport and beat the 
Purple Eagles 73-60. In this 
game, both Leib, and Shabsels 
poured in 20 points.

Raspopovic named 
EC AC Player of the 
Week 

The UMass Lowell 
women’s basketball 
team is on a four-game 
winning streak as it beat 
New Hampshire College 
and Bridgeport last 
week. The River Hawks 
move to 13-10 on the 
season and 9-6 in the 
NECC. 

Wednesday against 
New Hampshire 
College, Miroslava 
Raspopovic (Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia) poured in a 
career high 33 points 
and grabbed nine 
rebounds as UMass 
Lowell beat the 
Penwomen 85-72. This 
tied her for fifth place 
on the all-time school 
record for points in a 
game. 

On Saturday, 

Bridgeport came to 
Costello Gymnasium 


and the River Hawks had their 
way with the Purple Knights, as 
they earned a 101-75 victory. It 
was the first time since March 3, 
1992 that UMass Lowell had 
scored more than 100 points in a 


game. Raspopovic had another 
big day as she had 30 points. It 
was the second time in school 
history that a player had score 
30 points in back-to-back 
games. Jessica Bruce (Mattapan, 
Mass.) had a career high 
18 rebounds, which ties 
her for 13th best in a 
game all-time at Lowell. 
The River Hawks were 
only seven rebounds shy 
of the all-time record of 
70 rebounds in a game. 

There were also several 
team records tied in this 
game. The River Hawks 
tied the record that they 
had set earlier in the sea¬ 
son for 23 three point 
attempts in a game. They 
set the record on 1/23/90 
vs. Bridgeport, and tied 
earlier this season. They 
also made 11 three point¬ 
ers in this game which 
also ties a school record. 

Several River Hawks 
continue to lead the 
NECC in different cate¬ 
gories. Bruce is first in 
the NECC with 10.2 
rebounds per game.

Despite a tremendous third 
period by the UMass Amherst 
Minutemen, the UMass Lowell 
River Hawks were able to hold 
on to their 2-1 lead and keep 
hold of fifth place in Hockey 
East. 

After being heavily out¬ 
played in the first period, the 
Minutemen came storming back, 
out-shooting Lowell 26-15 over 
the final two periods. 

Minutemen head coach Joe 
Mallen talks about the game. 

“The key tonight was that we 
really played poor in the first 
period. We were sluggish mov¬ 
ing the puck, sluggish moving 
our feet, and we didn’t get a 
good start.” 

The River Hawks out-shot the 
Minutemen 14-6 in the first 
period, scoring a goal on just 
their third shot of the game. 

Jeremy Kyte tallied his fifth 
goal of the season on a nifty 
play in which he received a pass 
of the boards from Doug Nolan 


and with his speed, went around 
the defenders and broke in on 
goaltender Mike Johnson (27 
saves). “[Mike Johnson] just 
opened up the five-hole and I 
slid [the puck] right through,” 
said Kyte of his goal. 

Freshman Yorick Treille 
played a strong game for the 
River Hawks notching his fifth 
goal of the season and also earn¬ 
ing second star honors. After a 
nice feed from Dan Fontas, 
Treille broke across the blue line 
on a two-on-one with Mark 
Fontas. Treille elected to take a 
shot from the left circle and beat 
Johnson near-side to give 
Lowell a 2-0 lead. 

The River Hawks let down in 
the second period after a very 
physical first period. Although 
shots on goal were almost even, 
10-9 in favor of Amherst, 
Amherst controlled the play and 
cut the lead to 2-1. 

“I thought we had a good first 
period and we played a good 
game that way, but we let them 
take momentum back from us in

Jeff Blanchard picked up his 
first point since January 5th 
when he brought the Minutemen 
to within one. 

Blanchard carried into the 
Lowell zone and released a shot 
on Scott Fankhouser (33 saves). 
The shot apparently caught 
Fankhouser off guard as he was 
standing straight up as the puck 
went by him. 

Both teams came out strong in 
the third period and both teams 
generated some quality scoring 
opportunities. The third period 
belonged to the River Hawks 
Scott Fankhouser who came up 
with 16 saves in the period, 
including a couple of dandy 
glove saves to preserve the one- 
goal lead. 

“We gutted it out at the end 
and got the win,” said 
Whitehead. 

Minutemen sophomore Ray 
Geever suffered a separated 
right shoulder early in the sec¬ 
ond period after a hit in the cor¬ 
ner.

On Saturday, February 6th, 
the UMass Lowell women’s 
track team accompanied the 
men’s team to Hanover, NH to 
face-off against host Dartmouth 
College and a number of other 
division I and II teams. The 
low-key meet, serving as a 
warm-up for this past weekend’s 
New England Championships, 
turned out some stellar perfor¬ 
mances as a few veterans 
returned to form, and one athlete 
in particular turned an ordinarily 
drab portion of the meet into an 
extraordinary event. 

When field events outlast the 
running events at track meets, it 
usually proves to be an anti-cli¬ 
mactic finish, but junior Tara 
Fay’s performance in the shot 
put served as the perfect conclu¬ 
sion to the women’s effort. Fay 


shattered her previous best 
throw of 42’8" by heaving the 
shot an impressive 45’5” on her 
second-to-last throw, edging out 
three Dartmouth shot-putters 
who took second through fourth 
place. The toss landed Tara a 
spot on the NCAA Division II 
Championships Performance 
List, placing her eighth in the 
nation in her event. Fay directly 
attributed her Herculean effort 
to the support of her teammates 
who gathered around the shot 
put area after the running events 
had concluded. After getting 
over the increased pressure of 
having both men’s and women’s 
teams fully focused on her 
event, Tara was able to turn ner¬ 
vousness into intensity on her 
national-qualifying throw. 

Senior captain Melissa 
Sullivan, hampered by back and 
hamstring ails for the past two 
years, continued her remarkable 
comeback effort by running a 
60.03 in the open 400m. Later 


in the day, Sullivan came back 
to break the 60-second barrier in 
her leg of the 4.400 relay, clock¬ 
ing a 59.9 split. Sophomore 
Heather Dion, surprising both 
herself and the coaching staff 
with her new found speed in the 
200m (26.56, good for second 
place), teamed up with Sullivan, 
junior Julie Wurie, and sopho¬ 
more Amy Gardener to take 
third place in the relay. Dion, 
pulling triple duty, also captured 
first in the 55m hurdles (8.77), 
rounding out her win, place and 
show. 

Erika Rice bounced back from 
quadricep problems to take first 
place in the 55-meter dash with 
a time of 7.28 seconds. The 
jubilant freshman phenom Jill 
Croft continued her exploits in 
the high jump, falling just short 
of her personal record 5 feet 7 
inches, with a winning leap of 
5’5”. Croft was hot on the heels 
of Rice in the 55m placing sec¬ 
ond in 7.33 seconds.
